Washington —(JP)— A, resolution 


proposing to the state a constitu 
tional amendment to abolish 
the 


"lame duck" session of congress was 
adopted today by the house. 
The 


vote was 335 to 66. 


It was approved by a two-thirds 


vote as required for a proposed con 
stitutional amendment. Having al 
ready been approved by the senate 
it will be sent to conference where 
minor differences will be composed 


By not fixing a limit on the sec- 


ond annual session, the Democratic 
house terminated a 10-year-old; con- 
troversy between the two branches 


The resolution must be ratified by 


three-fourths of the states within 
seven years. 


It provides that a new congress 


shall meet two months after the 
November elections, instead of 13 
months later as at present. Terms 
of congressmen would begin on Jan. 
4 and of the president and 
vice 


president on Jan. 24. 


As the measure was adopted by 


the senate, congress would convene 
Jan. 2 and the president and vice 
president would take office on Jan. 
15. 


Senator Norris (R., Neb.), author of 


the constitutional amendment, ex- 
pressed gratification over the house 
action, but expressed opposition to 
the seven year limitation inserted by 
the house on ratification. 


Nevertheless, the Nebraskan was 


confident that the few differences 
between the senate and house could 
be ironed out in conference within 
a short time. He

criptions allowed each year enabled 
physicians, particularly those whose 
income was not large, to earn at 
least $1,200 additional each 
year 


through sale at three dollars each. 


There were intimations today that 


the accusing doctor might be called 
before the ethics commltte of the 
Chicago Medical society 
to- defend 


-his statements. The journal of the 
American Medical association, de- 
livered today, contains an editorial 
assault on the testimony 
of the 


doctor. Many prominent physicians 
likewise have risen 
to the attack 


privately. 


Lack Of Confidence 


The medical association journal 


remarked that Dr. Bevan displayed 
-"an extraordiriarly 
lack 
of con- 


fidence in his professional breth- 
ren." It went-on to say that: 


"If Dr. Bevan has actual evidence 


that any physician is selling his 
prescriptions en masse in order to 
permit druggists and bootleggers to 
dispose" of whisky in case lots, he, 
and all of those who possess the in- 
formation, are equally guilty with 
*hose who are violating ttte law in 
/ permitting the violation. If he has 


not the evidence he " is. certainly 
•without warrant to making such a 
statement, 


His statement reflects great dis- 


•credlt on a profession whose ideals 
xvere certainly as high as those of 
any other professional group. As a 
leader of that profession for on« 
year he should be 
more familiar 
'than he seems to be with its ethical 
standards and with the extent to 
which physicians actually are guid- 
ed'by a proper appreciation of moral 
values."

denial that liquor had any medicinal 
value.

It was approved by a two-thirds 


vote as required for a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment. Having al- 
ready been, approved by the senate, 
it will be sent to conference where 
minor differences will be composed 


By not fixing a limit on the sec 


ond annual session, the Democratic 
house terminated a 10-year-old con 
troversy between the two branches 


The resolution must be ratified by 


three-fourths of the states within 
seven years. 


It provides that a. new congress 


shall meet two months after the 
November elections, instead of 13 
months later as at present. Terms 
of congressmen would begin on Jan 
4 and of the president and 
vice 


president on Jan. 24. 


As the measure was adopted by 


the senate, congress would convene 
Jan. 2 and the president and vice 
president would take office on Jan 
15. 


Senator Norris (R., Neb.), author of 


the constitutional amendment, ex- 
pressed gratification over the house 
action, but expressed opposition to 
the seven year limitation inserted by 
the house on ratification.

come earned in Wisconsin. 


The court reaffirmed a decision in 


the recent case of the Bulck Motor 
company in which the state was 
awarded $230,000 in back taxes. 


Commenting upon the decision the 


tax commission said: 


"The suit in question was one In 


equity brought by the Palmolive 
company, a Delaware corporation, 
as successor to the Palmolive com- 
pany of Wisconsin, to enjoin the col- 
lection of additional state income 
taxes assessed and determined by 
the Wisconsin Tax commission for 
the years 1924, 1925 and 1926, the 
taxes being assessed under and pur- 
suant to the income tax law of this 
state. The assessments in question 
were attacked on the ground that 
they were illegal under the Wiscon- 
sin law and 
that the collection 


would violate the right of the Pal- 
molive company, Delaware corpora- 
tion, under the due process clause of 
the federal constitution. 


Involves Back Taxes 


"The case involves additional back 


income taxes of approximately $225,- 
000 for the years 1924 to 1926, In- 
clusive, made as a result of a field 
audit and investigation of the books 
and records of the company by audi- 
tors of the Income Tax Division. In 
addition It Is estimated that $250,000 
more will be collectible from the 
company for the years 1927 to 1930. 


"The Palmolive company of t Wis- 


consin was originally organized in 
1894 as the 
B. J. Johnson Soap 


company, with its entire business 
located, in Milwaukee. In 1917 the 
name of the corporation was chang- 
ed to. the Palmolive company. 


"At the close of 1923 a reorganiza- 


tion was effjofed, whereby two new 
corporation^ were formed, the West-" 
ern Operating: company (a Delaware 
corporation), and the Palmolive com- 
. pany (a Delaware corporation). In 
this reorganiation the plant 
and 


equipment of the Milwaukee factory 
were transferred to the 
Western 


Operating company, which company 
in turn leased the plant and equip- 
ment back to its former owner the 
Palmolive company (Wisconsin) on 
a rental basis.

Albany, N. Y. —W)— A massive, 


black-browed man whose late may 
have -wide political effect, goes on 
the carpet today under charges that 
he Is unfit to be sheriff of Manhat- 
tan. 


He Is Sheriff Thomas M. Farley, 


called simply "Tom" by his friends, 
and "Tin Box Tom" by his foes. His 
trial takes the form of a hearing be- 
fore Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
who has the power to remove him. 


Samuel Seabury, counsel for 
a 


legislative committee which 
has 


been digging Into the 
nooks and 


crannies of New York city's govern- 
ment, called Farley a "grafter" and 
then sent a string of charges to Mr. 
Roosevelt. 


They ' Included allegations that 


Farley protected 
gambling in his 


political club house, that he banked 
about $396,503 between 1925 and last 
fall, and that he appropriated some 
of the Interest on litigants' funds en- 
trusted to his care. 


Farley defended his taking of the 


interest as 
lawful, 
said 
it was 


through "a grave error" that he 
didn't get it all, and declared 
he 


Would get It all in future. He said 
all previous sheriffs had acted simi- 
larly. He denied the gambling count 
and Insisted his banking was per- 
fectly ethical. 


The fact that Farley Is a Tammany 


leader and that Governor Roosevelt 
is a leading candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination has 
transformed the Farley charges from 
a local matter to a case of nation- 
wide interest. Speculation has been 
rife as to Its effect on the gover- 
nor's decision on his future. 


Pre-hearing Intimations were that 


the governor, In 
considering 
the 


case, would limit the 
charges 
to 


those relating to Farley's tenure as 
sheriff, a period of 13 months. They 
thus would simmer down to 
the 


matter of bank accounts for that 
period and the practice of retaining 
Interest. 


Farley has been a power in Tam- 


many for years. In 1922 he helped 
In a movement to put an old-time 
dictator at the helm of Tammany in 
place of the so-called "New Tam- 
many" element associated with the 
name of Alfred E. Smith.

Davis, who took the Gabriel role

i ed ordinance, which provides for 
/ cuts from ?50 to $400, was adopted 
' 
by a 10 to 2 vote, Aldermen C. D. 
Thompson and W. H. Gmeiner cast- 
ing negative votes. 
The decreased mayor's and and al- 


dermen's salaries will be effective at 
the beginning of the next term. Ac- 
cording to law it will affect only the 
salaries of the mayor and the six 
aldermen elected this spring, as the 
law provides that the salaries of al- 
dermen cannot be changed during 
their term of office. 
Thus, those 


aldermen who start the second year 
of their terms this spring will con- 
tinue to receive $300 a year, while 
the ne^iy elected ones will receive 
only $250. 
The committee service 


fee remains the, same, 50 cents an 
hour, with a five hour minimum. 


The mayor will be paid $2,700 In- 


stead of $3,000. 


Changes in other city official sal- 


aries will start May 1. For those of- 
ficials elected by popular vote, the 
city attorney assessor and treasur- 
er, the reduced salaries will be in 
force for the length of their term, 
two years. For appointive 
officers 


the salaries can be changed at the 
end of one year. 
Engineer Cut $400 - 


The largest slashing 
is in the 


salary of the city engineer, •who will 
draw $3,600 instead of $4,000. There 
is a $200 decrease in the salaries of 
the city clerk,- treasurer, assessor, 
attorney, commissioner of streets 
and city nurse. The former three will 
receive $2,600 instead of $2,800, and 
the latter three $2,200 instead of 
$2,400. The salaries of the plumbing 
inspector and deputy health officer 
were dropped from $1,800 to $1,650, 
the building inspector from $2,100 to 
$2,000, the sealer of weights and 
measures from $1,700 to $1,600, and 
the city home keeper and 
matron 


from 1,500 to $1,400. The janitor, will 
get $800 from the city instead of 
$840. The library pays the janitor 
$660 a year, In addition to that paid 
by the city. 


The salaries of the police and fire 


chiefs, commissioner of poor, city 
physician, and weigh master were

The hourly wage scale for city em-

Here's Governor's Idea

when the estate was disclosed, the 
rights that Ochsner had struggled 
to peddle had grown to a value of 
$12,000,000. 


The strip- of land, two miles wide 


and 15 miles long, which Ochsner 
prospected now constitues 
an 
oil 


field which is acclaimed by Secre- 
tary of Interior Wilbur as the rich- 
est ever known in America, with 
potential oil reservoirs 
of 
2,500,- 


000,000 barrels worth upwards 
of 


$4,000,000,000. 


"So rich is this oil in 
gasoftne 


contents," Secretary Wiltjur -said, 
that 10 wells 
could supply 
the 
state of California and 100 wells 
could supply the nation. 
Its output 


.could be produced so cheaply that 
the rest of the industry would be 
ruined."

The collapse of the 
Capital City 


Bank, and the fizzle that follows the 
use of political influence in handling 
the strictly business affairs of a state, 
are pregnant with plenty of lessons to 
the people, so that a minute analysis 
and publication of details may serve as 
a warning, if nothing more, in the con- 
duct of public affairs. 


Those who do not like to look at 


the ugly thing* in government al- 
ways charge that political opponents 
over-stress the failures that almost in- 
variably mark the course of political 
control, but the things that were done 
in the Capital City Bank matter in the 
name of politics, and more important 
still, the things that were attempted 
but failed of completion when politics 
ran head-on into good business man- 
agement, always its Waterloo, stamp 
the glaring impossibility of running 
any affair, worthy of a careful opera- 
tion, by such fickle and empty stand- 
ards. 


The Capital City Bank was crippled. 


It was lunging along as best it could. 
It first started to borrow from other 
banks that required it to put up as se- 
curity the bonds or other valuable as- 
sets that it had. Finally it borrowed 
nearly $600,000 in this manner but, as 
its depositors continued to withdraw 
their funds, it had to have more 
money. 


Then it sent out a political call and 


interested the Capital Times in its be- 
half. 


Immediately huge deposits of state 


funds, in open violation of the law con- 
cerning the amount thereof, were de- 
posited by Mr. Levitan. And yet this 
was not sufficient. Withdrawals by de- 
positors continued and even Mr. Levi- 
tan seemed to become shy as he sensed 
the approaching crash and started to 
pull out from undfr the bank the pillar 
that he had formerly built to save it. 


And so the treasurer's deposits did 


not save the day. 
* 


The Capital Times then interested 


Itself in attempting to raise by mort- 
gage on the back's building $225,000 
from the Teachers' Retirement Fund, 
trust funds set aside out of taxes, for 
the purpose of caring for superannu- 
ated teachers, to soften the hard pillow 
of life "when age comes on." 


But this fund is guarded by the An- 


nuity Board, of which Mr. Puelicher 
is head, and the board refused the loan 
as improper and inappropriate. Then 
Mr. Ekern tried to get the board to ad- 
vance $187,000, and when that failed, 
$150,000. When the Annuity Board re- 
fused this loan it was denounced by 
the Capital Times as not using its po- 
sition worthily, and editorially that 
paper stated: 
"We hope that when 


Mr. Puelicher's term expires Gover- 
nor LaFollete will fill his place on the 
board with a man who has a keener 
sense of public responsibility." 
And 


what is this keener sense of public re- 
sponsibility? No one, it seems, has a 
keen sense of public responsibility who 
stands upright and refuses to kotow 
under the blacksnake lashings of hot 
words so constantly used by' the Cap- 
ital Times concerning those who, per- 
chance, have different opinions than it. 
This method has often caved in the 
weak knees of assemblymen who go 
to Madison with little conception of 
Avhat government is all about, 
but 


glow in the autocratic smile and shrink 
from the dark frown of the Flaming 
Herald of Reform. 


Mr. Puelicher, however, understood 


his duties well and plainly, and could 
not be swerved from them by any cat- 
aract of words or the unprovoked 
abuse heaped upon him by those intent 
upon the exploitation of public funds. 
Mr. Puelicher knew that the statute of 


i Wisconsin provided .that in investing 


such funds "preference shall be given 
to applications for small loans on im- 
proved farm property and to applica- 
tions for loans to cooperative associa- 
tions, subject to annual reduction of 
principal through long terms." That 
provision may have often been used as 
a vote-getter among farmers who little 
expected that those constantly seeking 
their votes wo aid be the first to misuse 
and misapply it. 


It is characteristic of men who will 


bji jMtter« that they attempt to exert 


mastery over subjects of which they 
understand little, and that they con- 
stantly mistake or misunderstand the 
forces at hand. 


If a trumped-up parade of their fol- 


lowers passes the window they ex- 
claim : ''There are the people." If they 
write something for public consump- 
tion they are moved to declare: "This 
is public opinion." When their urging 
voice, is requested to'jjmove others in a 
way they ought to understand is inv 
proper, they sometimes even thrill with 
the murmur: "I am the state," forget- 
ful of what a deluge followed him who 
first used that expression. 


It was fortunate for the public wel- 


fare that the political Thunderer ran 
up 
against "a 
Tartar 
and 
that 


the Annuity Board would submit 
to the 
abuse to ' which 
it sub- 


mitted 
in order 
to prevent 
the 


throwing of this huge sum into the 
breach to try to save a bank so badly 
broken that the best bid so far obtain- 
able for its assets is to pay depositors 
50 cents on the dollar and then only 
after a period of 5 years. 


Using its political influence for the 


support of a. cause it thought proper, 
as was of course the case,. does not 
detract from the fact that it was a 
pernicious influence to use, that its 
tendency was to upset an honest judg- 
ment of the matter on the merits and 
was as blind to consequences as such 
influences habitually are. 


To add a nasty slur at Mr. Puelicher 


for doing his duty as he should, and 
to "drink a perpetual toast to Mr. Levi- 
tan for violating the law as he should- 
n't, completes this cubist political 
painting, this daub, that is better un- 
derstood if you stand on your head to 
view it. 
* * * 


Of course, if these funds were lost, 


and if the money deposited by the state 
treasurer be lost, we would shortly 
witness the Capital Times .starting a 
campaign to raise the rates on income 
taxpayers and let the latter pay the 
cost of such mismanagement as may 
be tolerated by an intelligent people. 
Even today every cent provided for the 
Teachers Retirement Fund conies from 
a surtax on incomes. 


It is things of this character, much 


more than direct taxes, that tend to 
drive the Kimberlys and others out of 
the state, in disgust. 


JUSTICE CARDOZO 


In appointing Benjamin Nathan Car- 


dozo, now chief justice of the New 
York Court of Appeals, as justice of 
the supreme court of the United States 
to fill the vacancy occurring when Jus- 
tice Holmes retired, the President has 
appointed as close a counterpart to 
Holmes as could be found. 


In the award of the Roosevelt medal 


for distinguished service to Judge Car- 
dozo sometime ago the citation stated: 


"Awarded for distinguished service in 


the development of public law. 
As 


chief judge of the New Tork Court of 
Appeals it was said of him by former 
Governor Smith that he embodies every 
qualification consonant with the high- 
est judicial Ideals; a scholar of im- 
measurable attainments, a lawyer of un- 
bounded legal erudition, the very em- 
bodiment pf impartiality, fairness and 
justice. 


"His penetrating mind and unusual lit- 


erary felicity have clarified for the legal 
world the function of the judge in shap- 
ing and developing the law." 
Many writers have for years com- 


••pared the two, Holmes and Cardozo, 
each with "that touch of skepticism to- 
ward their dearest 
convictions, that 


solemn reluctance to take themselves 
too seriously." 


It was Cardozo who recalled the fact 


that Charles Francis Adams uttered 
a sigh of relief because he was able to 
say that he had gone through life with- 
out making a conspicuous ass of him- 
self, and that, said Cardozo, "is my 
own paean of jubilation at the end of 
each judicial year." 


Judge Cardozo's opinions ha\e re- 


vealed him as a man -\vlio will meet 
new ideas with the utmost of cordial- 
ity, in other words he is tolerant of the 
viewpoints of others. He has liked to 
repeat the statements Justice Holmes 
wrote: "If there is any principle of the 
constitution that more impeiatively 
calls for attachment than any other, it 
is the principle of free thought, not 
free thought for those who agree with 
us, but freedom for the thought that we 
hate," to which he has added, "Only 
in one field is a compromise to be ex- 
cluded or kept within the narrowest 
limits; there shall be no compromise of 
the freedom to think one's thoughts 
and speak them, except at those ex- 
treme borders where thought merges 
into action." 


And that is a good gospel for all of 


us, however difficult it may be at 
times, and in the heat of political com- 
bat, to adhere to it.

THE FRENCH APPROACH TO 


THE WORLD CRISIS 


Having been in Paris as recently 


as last spring I have been reminded 
sharply on returning: how vain it is 
to take short views. 
Only a few 


months ago France produced the im- 
pression of having an immunity to 
the ravages of the world crisis. To- 
day it cannot 
be 
doubted 
that 


France Is m the grasp of the same 
forces which are bearing down upon 
other nations. There is no attempt 
here to deny or to disguise that fact. 
* * * 


The mayor of a small town in the 


provinces was telling me how the 
storm had hit his community "Last 
August," he said, "we had one un- 
employed man—just one At the be- 
ginning of December we had fifty 
Now we have 200 " In France, as in 
the United States, there are no sat- 
isfactory statistics of unemployment 
but there are estimates that 
even 


after the repatriation of unemployed 
aliens there are today 
something 


like a million wholly unemployed in 
France. That is a large number in a 
country whre so large a proportion 
of the people are settled on the land 


The general index for wholesale 


prices declined 16 per cent 
during 


1931. Exports were reduced 28 per 
cent from the previous year, 
and 


imports were reduced 18 per 
cent 


The railway system is heavily in the 
red. The money market is 
glutted 
with funds seeking only the most 
liquid forms of investment 


The budget for the year 
ending 


March 31 will probably show a. defl 
cit of about $160,000,000. The out- 
look for next year is so poor that 
the government is budgeting 
only 


for nine months and there is in pros 
pect a deficit of something like $300,- 
000,000. 


In its annual report, issued two 


weeks ago, the Bank 
of 
France 


states that "the economic activity of 
France, which until last year re 
mained relatively stable, has slowed 
down notably this year. The general 
fall in world prices, the devaluation 
of certain currencies and the result 
ing effects 
on international 
ex- 


changes, the 
defensive 
measures 


which many governments have tried 
to apply through increased tariffs 
have had serious consequences for 
our exporting industries The dimi- 
nution of purchasing power 
and 


great reserve upon the part of con- 
sumers has added a depressing ef- 
fect to 
the external 
causes 
of 


trouble " 


In spite of 
reduced 
production, 


falling prices and general inactivity, 
there has been since last October a 
decided increase in the note circula- 
tion. "This increase," Bays the Bank 
of France, "which has occurred only 
in bills of 1,000 francs 
and 
500 


franca, is manifestly due to the de 
velopment of hoarding." 


Thus the ordinary phenomena of 


the world crisis are all making their 
appearance here 
Although France 


has an extraordinarily well balanced 
national economy, although France 
pointedly avoided the worst excesses 
of the credit inflation, it has now 
been drawn into the general depres 
sion.

The impression so 
common 
In 


other countries, that France is com 
placent, secure, and omnipotent be 
hind her army and her gold supply 
is, I am satisfied, an illusion. What- 
ever may have been French feeling 
a few months ago, today the French 
are as anxious as any other nation 
to find a general solution 
of the 


world crisis 
But like every other 


lation thej. approach the problem 
m their o%\n way and, according to

The memory of 


military intrusion causes 
French- 


men to dread the recovery of Ger- 
many and any unsettlement of the 
existing order in Europe. The mem- 
ory of the inflation, which destroyed 
about four-fifths of their 
savings, 


has made Frenchmen passionate ad- 
herents of the gold standard and of 
orthodox financial procedure. The 
French remember that they 
were 


almost defeated in 1917 and almost 
ruined in 1926. This has made them 
react in a profoundly conservative 
manner to the present crisis. 


They remember, too, that though 


they were almost defeated m 1917 
they were victorious and dominant 
two years later; th=>t though they 
were almost ruined In 1926 they be- 
came the strongest financial power 
in Europe quickly thereafter. Thus 
they conclude that the fortunes and 
the positions of nations are capable 
of rapid change. They have no con- 
fidence that their present power is 
permanent or that the present weak- 
ness of Germany is permanent. They 
believe that the relative 
positions 


could be reversed as quickly in the 
future as they have been in the re 
cent past. Therefore, they mistrust 
and i eject solutions which take a 
short view based on a passing emer- 
gency.

It Is impossible, I think, to under- 


stand French policy on reparations, 
debts, gold, relations with Germanj, 
or original measures for restoring 
the economic life of the world with- 
out realizing that their major prem- 
ise is a desire to defend themselves 
against invasion and inflation in a 
world In which power and prosperi 
t> are so unpermanent 


It Is because the facts change so 


quickly that Frenchmen 
are BO 


deeply convinced of the importance 
of adhering to principles, contracts, 
outward forms and orderly proced- 
ure. Americans and Britons are in- 
clined to think impatiently, and to 
bo theoretical rather than practical 
and adjustable. But this loyalty to 
abstractions is not mere obstinacy 
It is an attempt to hold on to some- 
thing permanent amidst the bewil 
dermg changes of human affairs

Eastern Sportsman Finds 


His Way to Home of 


Friend in Cleveland 


Cleveland —(fP)— After a 
spec- 


tacular escape from kidnapers -who 
had kept him prisoner, his life in 
danger, since last Thursday, Harry 
H. Blagden, 
45, wealthy eastern 


sportsman, stagged early today into 
the home of a friend in Cleveland 
He was suffering 
from 
knockout 


drops, rough treatment and fatigue. 


Blagden, prominent in New York 


and Washmgto/i society, had been 
held for ransom since last Thursday 
when he was kidnaped from a cot- 
tage at Saranac Lake, N. Y, Rela- 
tives had feared he was murdered. 


He said he was brought to Cleve- 


land by his kidnapers after many 
hours of tra-ieling and probably two 
days imprisonment in a windowless 
room above a garage, \\hich he- be 
heved was in Albany, N. Y. All of 
the time his life was in danger and 
once the abductors threatened to 
kill him 


Shortlv 
after their 
arrival Jn 


Cleveland, two 
of the 
kidnapers, 


known as "Jim" and "Zeke," went 
into a house to eat, leaving Blagden 
lying in the back of the truck under 
guard of a third men called "Cur- 
ley." 


Blafeden feigned sleep, he told po- 


lice later, and when Curly relaxed 
hig vigilance, the sportsman sum- 
moned all his remaining strength 
and knocked the guard to the floor 
with, a blow to the stomach. 


Struck Down Guard 


Wresting a revolver from Curly's 


hand, Blagden struck him with it 
several times and then ran until 
breathless 
He said he had no idea 


in what city he was until he in 
quired of a passer by. 
Then, ex- 


hausted from 
his harrowing 
ex 


periences, he went to the home of 
his friend, Claude J Peck, and sum- 
moned police 


Theie, Blagden related how he 


was kidnaped He said he was pre- 
paring to retire for the night in the 
Saranac Lake cottage 
when he 


heard a knock at the rear door. An- 
swering it, he was confronted by a 
man who asked" to use the tele- 
phone. 


Blagden admitted him and started 


to enter another room. "Wait a min- 
ute," the man said, 
and 
Blagden 


turned to find himself looking into 
the muzzle of a revolver. 


Despite the cold weather, the cap- 


tor refused to allow his prisoner to 
get an overcoat, and marched him 
up a hill behind the cottage where 
they were joined by another man. 


"You are being kidnaped," they 


told him "Step along lively " 


The prisoner was forced into an 


expensive sedan in which a driver 
was waiting. 
They drove several 


hours he said, and then stopped In 
a wood section, where sandwiches 
and beer were procured from a bas- 
ket. 


Blagden said he ate the sandwich 


and drank some of the beer. There 
must have been knockout drops in 
the beer, he told the detectives, for 
he felt himself losing consciousness. 


When he recovered his senses, he 


was in a windowings room Although 
he believed he was in Albany, he 
said he was not certain 


The kidnapers made him write the 


letter, demanding $1,000 
ransom, 


which was received by his brother, 
Thomas, under a Utica, N. Y, post 
mark. 


Thomas Blagden, when the letter 


was received, took the 
money to 


Tupper lake, the rendervous men 
tioned, but the kidnapeis had be 
come afraid to keep the appoint- 
ment 


Next, the prisoner was driven into 


the country near Syracuse, N Y, 
and kept in a farmhouse nearly two 
days 
At last they forced him into 


the car again and done to Cle\e 
land.

Averaging between 25 and 30 reg- 


ular families every week, the com- 
munity store on W. Washington-st 
assists needy people with clothing. 


Life lor Mrs. Dresely as she man- 


ages the store 
has a versatility 


about it. 
When a woman needs a 


new dress, and finds one two large 
for her, a pattern is whisked out, 
scissors rip the seams of the large 
model and in a few minutes Mrs. 
Dresely has the new frock all cut 
out. 
If the woman does not know 


how to sew, Mrs. Dresely explains 
how to put it together, pinning the 
seams as she talks. 


When a ragged person conies in 


for new trousers they are cut down 
to fit, patched while lie waits and he 


is given a clean shirt, tie and per- 
haps a pair of shoes. . The little 
sewing baskets filled with needles, 
thread and darning cotton keep Mrs. 
Dresely busy throughout the day, 
because when she is not 
"fixing" 


things for a customer, she spends 
her time darning- and mending. All 
the clothes in the shop are neatly 
piled or hung according to sizes. 
Shoes are piled in boxes behind the 
counter. 


Ot all the types of persons who 


frequent the community store, Mrs. 
Dresely has little use for the com- 
munistic-minded. 


"When they como in and take 


good clothes from us, grumbling all 
the while about how the country Is 
run, I always offer to send their 
names to Washington so that the 
government could send them back 
to the old country. 
They always 


backtrack when I take down their 
names because they know that they 
wouldn't really want to Inive Amer- 
ica," she said.

No More Large Incomes to 


Raise Substantial Taxes 


for Government

Washington—Although the details 


of the tax bill prepared by the ways 
and means committee of the house 
of representatives are, still unsettled, 
there is no longer any doubt of the 
trend—the days of the "soak-the- 
rlch" policy are over. 


This is not because wealth has 


any more friends than before, but 
because a practical 
situation has 


arisen. Relatively 
speaking:, there 


are no more large incomes that can 
produce substantial revenues for the 
government. 


It will not be known definitely, of 


course, until the 
middle of 
next 


month just -what happened in 1931 
but it is being- freely predicted that 
only a. handful of persons had an 
income of over a million dollars a 
year. So many 
millionaires have 


had their incomes diminished, be- 
cause devidends were passed by rail- 
roads and other industries and be- 
cause of the decline in basic com- 
modities, that the government can- 
not depend on the high brackets for 
needed revenues. The new tax bill 
will, of course, raise the tax rate on 
the rich, but it is now a foregone 
conclusion that the high tax rate 
on large incomes will be theoretical 
and not actual. 


Must Change Policy 


It used to be the fashion in con- 


gress to increase the rate for per- 
sons of large income and let it go 
at that. Today the proponents of 
the new tax bill recognize that they 
not only will revise the rates up- 
ward for higher incomes but they 
must broaden the base and include 
many persons of smaller 
incomes 


who were exempt in 
the last few 


years. 
The truth, however, Is the 


fiscal experts are rapidly coming to 
the conclusion that it is unsafe for 
the federal government to depend 
on the income tax 
entirely hereaf- 


ter and that the fluctuations of busi- 
ness make it difficult to anticipate a 


_ balanced budget when so large a 


proportion of ths revenue raised has 
to come out of individuals, or cor- 
porations' earnings. 


There is a definite searching for 


new forms of taxation, particularly 
consumption taxes. 
Many groups 


have been protesting against these 
levies but several ,of them concede 
that 
if all 
groups were 
taxed 


equably there would be less opposi- 
tion, there theory being that selec- 
tive taxes are discriminatory. The 
government, however, has a prob- 
lem in tax collection and administra- 
tion. The inclination is to tax those 
articles on which the levies are most 
easily collected. 


Consider Collection 


Similarly the tax on manufactur- 


ed articles is advocated because of 
the ease -with which 
the govern- 


ment would get its money without a 
huge machinery 
of tax 
collection 
and inspectors. 


The tendency on the whole is to- 


ward the taxation of manufactured 
as well as retailed- products. It Is 
argued that with sales prices at a 
flow figure the government 
could 


impose consumption taxes and reap 
a tremendous return, 
especially if 


business would start upward 
and 


commodity prices generally should 
improve. 


Both the 
Republicans and 
the 


Democrats are 
working together 


and the chances are the new tax bill 
will represent a much more scienti- 
fic approach to tlie question of rev- 
enue raising than the country has 
ever before experienced. This is all 
the more remarkable because 1932 is 
a political year, when it might have 
been expected that 
politics would 


Play a vital part in the framing of a 
tax measure. 
The 
business 
em- 


ergency, however, 
has supercpded 


politics and the 1932 tax bill may be 
a mod'el for many years to come.

Unemployment Relief Law 


Provides Funds for Pro- 
gram 


Madison —(IP)— The construction 


of fire lanes, roads and other things 
needed in forest fire protection will 
be started immediately, financed by 
the $500,000 appropriation made in 
the unemployment relief law, the 
conservation commission announced 
today. • 


Administration of the program will 


be in charge of Adjutant General 
Ralph M. Immell, who is in charge 
of forest protection work, and Paul 
D. Kelleter, director of the conser- 
vation department. 


"The purpose of the appropriation 


is to relieve the distress of the un- 
employed and to develop and aug- 
ment the facilities for forest protec- 
tion," Mr. Kelleter and Mr. Immell 
announced. "All of the $500,000 will 
be spent for labor, less funds neces- 
sary for the purchase of hand tools. 
None of the money -will be used to 
purchase major equipment." 


Because the primary requisite for 


forest protection work is transporta- 
tion the commission will concentrate 
on the construction of fire 
lanes 


and roads to inaccessible areas and 
their maintenance -after "construc- 
tion. The roads will not be part of 
permanent road systems and may 
be closed to the public during sea- 
sons of fire hazard, the commission 
said. 


The commission will employ labor 


for the 
construction 
of telephone 


lines, ranger headquarters, substa- 
tions, lookouts, and warehouses as 
well as for the suppression of forest 
fires. 


No one who has not been a resi- 


dent of Wisconsin for at least six 
months will be employed and pref- 
erence will be given to local family 
wage-earners, the commission said. 
The length of employment and the 
number of persona employed from 
one family will be limited. Crews will 
be rotated to obtain: the widest pos- 
sible distribution of relief.
